WELLS FOR IRRIGATION. 


Hopes for the Reclamation of Nevada 
Deserts by Artesian Bores. 


A gentleman recently returned 
from a trip te Walker River country 
tells the Faterprise he is quite confi- 
dent that, by boring, large flowing, 
wells of excellent fresh water may be 
obtained ‘everywhere in the valleys. 
Even in ordinary wells pure and ex- 
cellent water is obtained. As all the 
valleys sre in the form of basins, 


ains, he does not doubt that artesian 
wells would everywhere prove success- 
ful. In many places are large areas 
of sagebrush Jands that may be made 
very productive by irrigation, as the 
soil is excelient. It is thought it 
would not be necessary to bore to 4 
greater depth than from 200 to 300 
feet. It is to be hoped that the Carson 
and Colorado Railroad Company will 
set the example by boring a well 
at some point along the line of their 
road. Their success would encourage 
other, and in a few years blooming 
gardens and fields would line the 
road—literally the desert would be 
mace to rejoice, and blossom as the 
rose. It is not thought that it would 
be necessary to pass through rock to 
make these wells. It is supposed that 
the basins are filled with strata of 
clay, sand and gravel, something like 
several saucers piled up with a 
layer of sand and water between each, 
the strata of clay representing the 
saucers. Thus by boring anywhere 


is within the circle of surrounding 
mountain ranges—flowing wells would 
be obtained. These wells are now 
bored very rapidly and very cheaply 
bp the people of California, who have 
had great experience in the business, 
and who are, therefore, the men to en- 
gage for the experiment. 


A Big Bridge Bill for Plumas. 
The high water of the past two 
weeks proved fearfully destructive to 
bridges and roads in Plumas. The 
National gives the following partic- 
ulars: “The fine new bridge at Tay- 
lorville was struck by a floating tree, 
and swung around down stream where 
it now lies. The timbers are not bad- 
ly broken, and of course it can be 
put in position again, but the ex- 
pense will necessarily be heavy. The 
fine bridge near Knott's, in Mohawk 
Valley, was carried down stream some 
distance aud lodged against a tree. 
The Middle Fork bridge, near Nelson 
Point, is also badly damaged, but it 
had about out-lived its usefulness,” 
anyway, and would soon have had to 
be replaced. The Nelson Creek bridge 
was slightly damaged, but can be 
fixed at a small expense. Numerous 
small bridges in all parts of the county 
were carried down. The Rabbit 
Creek bridge, at La Porte, is gone, 


the Deadfall bridge in Indian Valley 
is badly used up, but still in place, 
the aprons of the Kingsbury bridge 
on the East Branch went away, the 
Johnson Ranch bridge in this valley 
floated down some distance, and the 
bridge at the bead of the East arm of 
the Meadows also took its departure. 
The smaller ones, over sloughs and 
ditches, went away by hundreds, and 
of course, more or less expense will 
be necessary in replacing them. The 
bridge funds will be drawn on largely 
during the next summer, ad in many 
places it will be impossible to replace 
the lost bridges fer some time, to

Census Reports on the Negroes and Chi- 


New York, Feb. 14. 

The Herald, in reviewing. the late 
census statistics, finds that while the 
black population of the fifteen South- 
ern States during the decade preced- 
ing 1870 was only 54% per cent., the 
increase during the last ten years was 
more than 33 per cent. Regarding 
the increase of Chinese in different 
States, the Herald says: “In Nevada 
they have increased since 1870 from 
8,152 to 5,420;in Colorado from 7 to 
610, of whom about one-third are in 
Denver; in Washington Territory from 
234 to 8,182; in Wyoming from 143 to 
914, and in Dakota from none to 238. 

In Idahoand Montana there has 
been a marked falling away of Chi- 
nese, the decrease being from 4,274 to 
$3,878 in the former Territory and 
1,949 to 1,737 in the laMer. New 
York city, which had just a round 
dozen in 1870, now musters 747, while 
Philadelphia, which started ten years 
ago with precisely the same number 
as New,York,can only show 80. Kings 
county enumerates 118, which may be 
taken as the approximate number of 
Chinese laundries in Brooklyn. Even 
New Jersey has 176 Mongolians 
within its borders, while Massachu- 
setts has 287, and Connecticut 124, It 
is probable that New Orleans has at- 
tracted 473 to Louisiana, but St. Louis 
has drawn less than 100 to Missouri. 


Senater Jones on Nevada. 
New York, Feb. 15. 

The Tribune interviewed Senator 
Jones yesterday. He said: Nevada is 
in a prosperous condition. There is 
an impression in the East that our 
State government is so expensive that 
we think of abandoning it, and be- 
coming a Territory again. This is not 
the case. Our people do not know 
that they have a government, that is, 
they have not felt it burdensome at 
all. Our system of taxation is such 
that the poor people do not feel the 
taxes; we are taxed according to our 
incomes; a mine is taxed for what it 
preduces, so that it pays taxes as part 
of its expenses, and comparatively 
speaking, the burden is not felt. In 
the East the taxes cannot be levied in 
that way because there are too many 
rich men; in Nevada there are only a 
few rich men, and they cannot do 
much: Consequently when a lode 
gives out, like the Comstock, the rev- 
enue of the government falls off. Now, 
what, under such circumstances, does 
the Legislature do? It goes to work 
and cuts down salaries and expenses 
right and left to make liabilities less 
than receipts.We have no debt and our. 
miners are doing well, there being no 
State or Territory in the Union where 
mining is carried on soscientifically as 
it is in Nevada. The idea that we de- 
sire to be annexed to California or re- 
turn to a territorial government is ab- 
surd.
